ESTIGATIVE SUMMARY

The summary of this incident is based upon the reports, memos, and interviews contained in this 
packet. It also contains information verbally relayed to the Internal Affairs Bureau investigators by 
the witnesses ànd the involved deputy. 


On October 26, 1994, Sergeants Timothy Cornell, Curtiss Burnett, and Rufus Tamayo of the 
InternalAffairs Bureau, along with Lieutenant Dennis Burns of the Civil Litigation Unit, 
responded to the ИҢ block of Lugo Avenue, Lynwood, regarding a deputy involved non-hit 
shooting. The involved deputy, Eliezer Vera, gave a brief account of the incident on 
audio tape (Exhibit A). 


Deputy Vera said that at approximately 2000 hours, he was driving northbound on Spruce St. at 
Lugo Avenue in search of suspects who had just “carjacked” a vehicle in the immediate vicinity. 
Deputy Vera had the crime information regarding the “carjacking” on his MDT monitor. 


As Deputy Vera continued driving northbound on Spruce St. passing Lugo Avenue, he saw a 
vehicle (Tan Ford Fairmont) approaching him from the opposite direction that fit the description of 
the vehicle that had been “carjacked.” Deputy Vera also noticed that the vehicle contained four 
youthful looking black males. Because Deputy Vera had information that the suspects involved in 
the carjacking were four black males, his attention was drawn to the vehicle. 


Deputy Vera stated that when the occupants in the vehicle saw him, they all appeared to be startled 
by his presence. As the vehicle passed him, he also noticed that the license plate numbers were 
very similar to the numbers given in the crime broadcast. Based on his observation, he quickly 
backed his radio car into a driveway and turned to follow the vehicle. Deputy Véra said the driver 
of the vehicle suddenly made a left turn from Spruce St. to eastbound Lugo Avenue and began to 
drive slow as if he were going to stop. 


As Deputy Vera began to'turn onto Lugo Avenue behind the suspect vehicle, he noticed that all 
four doors suddenly opened on the vehicle. When he saw a muzzle flash and heard a gunshot come 
from the direction of the suspect vehicle, he stopped his vehicle so he could return fire. Before he 
could exit his vehicle and take cover, he heard another shot come from the direction of the suspect 
vehicle. At that point, he exited his radio car, crouched behind the driver's door, and fired two or 
three rounds in the direction of the suspect vehicle. Deputy Vera then noticed that all of the 
suspects from the vehicle were running toward him and that the left rear passenger, later identified 
as suspect Turner, had a gun in his hand. As suspect Turner continued running toward him, Deputy 
Vera said that Turner either dropped or tossed the gun on the street near his radio car (See Exhibit 
©). 


Deputy Vera also noticed that one of the suspects who jumped from the right side of the vehicle 
was holding a gun in his hand. Deputy Vera said that as the four suspects ran toward him, Suspect 
Turner and two of the suspects suddenly changed directions and ran northbound through a yard at 
ШЕ Lugo Avenue, while the other suspect ran southbound through a yard at El Lugo Avenue. 
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Deputy Vera said he ran a short distance after suspect Turner and the two suspects with him, but 

decided to stop when he felt it was unsafe to continue. Deputy Vera said he chose to remain behind 
"aa van (that was parked in the driveway of the house the suspects ran behind) for his safety and also 

to see if he could see where the suspects had run. Although he could no longer see the suspects, 
| һе heard noises as if the suspects were climbing a rear fence and continuing northbound. When һе 
moved to a second van in the driveway to gain a better view, һе saw one of the suspects go over a 
wall and continue running northbound. Deputy Vera said he then relayed this information to his 
assisting units and set up a containment of the area. 


+As a result of the containment, suspect Turner was located and detained. Deputy Vera responded 

to suspect Turner's location and identified suspect Turner as the left rear passenger who tossed or 
"dropped the handgun near his radio car. Shortly thereafter, suspect Jenkins was located and 
detained. Deputy Vera responded to his location and identified him as one of the two passengers 
who jumped from the right side of the suspect vehicle. 


IAB Note: Deputy Vera stated that prior to going on duty, the magazine in his 
weapon contained fifteen rounds along with an additional round that he had placed 
in the chamber. Lieutenant Willie Henderson, Ml examined Deputy Vera’s 
weapon at the scene and discovered that the magazine contained thirteen rounds. 
Although an extensive search was conducted by the handling detectives along with 
the IAB investigators, only one expended shell casing was located from Deputy 
Vera’s weapon. 


Witness |, who resides С: she heard two shots while sitting in 
her kitchen at the time the incident o . п she responded to her window to see what had 
occurred, she did not see anything.

Witness who resides at said she heard what she thought 
were gunshots, but her told her that what she heard was firecrackers. Witness said 
that no one in her home saw the incident. 


Wines -—R— who resides at Бы аты said he was standing outside by his 
pickup when he saw two cop-cars drive by. Shortly thereafter, he saw a “Nova” (which he 
mistakenly called the suspect vehicle) turn onto Lugo Avenue with all of the doors open. Three 
black guys jumped out of the car and started to run. The driver of the "Nova" had a gun and was 
attempting to place it on the ground. As the driver placed the gun on the ground, the gun fired. 
Witness тн said two of the black guys ran northbound through the houses and one ran 
southbound. Witness Mill said he heard a total of four shots. Witness Mill said he did not see 
any of the suspects well enough to identify them.

incident, but he heard two shots. 
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Witness NN Who resides at кеннен said she heard two shots and 
subsequently heard a noise as if someone were climbing the wrought iron fence that runs along the
